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Detailed Action

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respects 
to claims 1 and 3, no prior art has been found to teach or suggest a delayed coking 
apparatus employing a controller for receiving signals from a coke drum and a 
fractionator and for calculating the pressure therebetween.
